THE RAILROADS. 


¢\Result of Mr. Crank’s Trip 


to Chicago. 


AND 


RAILROADS FINANCE 


Electric vs. Cable Lines—What a Per- 
sonal Investigation Devel- 
oped—Plans of the Pa~ 
cific Company. 


Hon. J. F. Crank, general manager of the 
Pacific Cable Company of this city, who has 
been in Chicago for some time, returned 
home Sunday. He was waited upon yester- 
day by a TIMES reporter, and in his usual 
amiable manner talked .bout his trip, bis 
observations and the results of his visit. 

*] went to Chicago,” he said, “to attend 
the anuual meeting of the company. While 
there I submitted a proposition looking to 
the convereion uf eur horse lines into elec- 
tric lines. Without specifying accurately 
what is proposed, 1 can say that the stock- 
holders decided to assess themselves $700,- 
000 for such an advance movement. 

“You can ao that we do not propose to 
convert our cable lines into electric lines, 
but that we shall probably current the 
horse-car jines.”’ 

Mr. Crauk visited the works of the elec- 
tric system in St. Louis and other places, 
and studied the subject carefully. While 
he found them working well inthe main, 
he was yet unable to see that they were any- 
tuing like as cheap in operation as the 
cable system. 

‘For example,” he said, “from test-cards 
which Itook fromthe engines myseif (as 
1 didn’t propose to trust anybody else’s 
say-so in the premises) 1 found that it re- 
quired 940-horse power to m>ve forty- 
three cars. That is an average of 
nearly 22-horse power per car. Here 
with our cable system we average only 6- 
horse power to thecar, This, of course, in- 
cludes moving the ropes and loss by friction 
on the whole system, as weil as the effective 


work performed. 


“With this great discrepancy against 
them inthe matter of efficiency they may 
still beable to run the eieciric line in St. 
Louis and make money. ‘here they have 
coal in the fire 20x at $1.70 a ton. ere it 
-costs us $9. You see that makes a difference. 
Even if it touk 30-horse power with them to 
run a car they could still supply it with the 
difference in price of coal, about as cheaply 
as we can supply our 6-horse power, 
As to the wear and tear of the piant, 1 found 
their average about ‘2 per gar ver day for 
electricai repairs, ‘hese repairs are mainly 
in the dynamos on the cars which convert 
the electricity back into power, With a 
complement of forty-three cars that would 
make a daily average expense of $86. With 
our cable system, running thirty-three 
trvins, our daily aver ge expense for cables 
is only #80. So you see we have an advan- 
tage over the electrical people in,wear and 
tear of plant, 

‘Then again, another thing should be 
considered. Electrical transportation is 
still in a formative stage, Arvad that was 
builta year ago, and then fuly up to 
the latest improvements, is behind the 
times now, and would need remodeling. 
Undoubtedly the process of evolution is go- 
ing ahead rapidly, and the time way soon 
come when theelectri¢ road wiil become 
Very economical as well as practical. If 
they learn how to generate electricity di- 
et from heat, they will accomplish that 
en 

Talking of times in general and the re- 
cent financial flurry in the East, Mr. Crank 
said he saw nothing to cre ite apprehension. 
There is not likely to be amy general crash. 
The Chicago banks are very strong 
and are taking care of their customers 
right along, although they don’t invite 
much new business. The failure of Kean’s 
bank had been expected for some time, and 
was not much of a shock. 
Kean had been known asa man unsuccess- 


ful in his operations for several years back, 


and depositors had plenty of chances te]. 
thinks, te in 


u Crank t 
loss of confidence on thé part of the public, 
who have taken to locking up their avail- 
able money. The safe-deposit vaults of 
Chicago have been doing a rushing bus- 
iness for the past two months, for 
people who have drawn their funds 
eut of bank and put them intoa drawer or 
till where they can get the coin any time 
they want it. After a while, when the 
people find there is to be no crash, they 
will draw out these funds, and money will 
then be pientiful. Mr. Crank expressed 
himselt as well pleased with the way 
things are looking in Los Angeles. He 
thiuks business here is in very good shape. 
MANAGERS MUST ACT. 

The question of forcing railroad man- 
agers to take some kind of steps toward the 
protection of train hands is being agitated 
all over the country, not only by the press, 
but by statesmen. [he great number of 
accidents among railroad men during the 
past two years bas put people to thinking, 
and since it has been shown that a few iim- 
provements on freight trains will make 
railroad work much safer for trainmen, 
there has grown up a clamor for these im- 
provements that must be heeded by the 
magnates. Managers of roads have thought 
too wuch about money-making and 
little about the safety of their men during 
the past twenty ye rs, and it is now time 
for them to spend a little money in the im- 
provement of freight service. | 

THE RIGHT CLASS. 

“That Southern California is filling up 
with small farmers there is not the slight- 
est doubt,” said a traveling passenger 
agenttoa ‘TIMES man yesterday. ‘‘Never 
before in the nistory of the State have we 
brought som «ay small farmers to the coast. 
Every train brings trom a dozen to fifty 
and every one of them has money enough 
to buy a smali pl ce und set himself up in 
business. 1 baveseen trains on the Santa 
Fé during the pasttwo months reach San 
Bernardino with fifty farmers, and by the 
time they would pull into Los Angeles 
there would not be mere than two or three 
left aboard. They stop off at the small 
stations along the line between the two 
cities, and begin home-making at once. 
Some one who is well posted in Southern 
California is doing good work back East, 
for these farmers kKnuw exactly where to go, 
and they are not losing any time fooling 
around thiscity with real estate dealers. 
The real estate dealers are not in it this 
year.”

The Villa Hotel Totally Destroyed 
by Fire. ; 

The Villa Hotel, known as Idlewild Ter- 
race, on the high hill at the Duaily-street 
bridge, built by Prof. Von Keith and fur- 
nished about two years since, was totally 
destroyed by fire yesterday morning, The 
fire was first seen by parties in the arroyo 
bottom about 9 v’clock, near the center of 
the buiiding, and betore they could reach 
the spot it seemed to have been well dis- 
tributed through the building, thus pre- 
venting any entrance therein.

The de- 
partment made no effort to throw water for 
sume tweauty or thirty minutes after their 
airival, until the engines from the West 
Siue had putin an appearance, as the hose 
of the E.st Side engine was insufficient to 
reach the burning buiiding. Woen the first 
Stream of water was thrown the building 
was a heap of burning débris. Mr. Young’s 
house near by caught fire in several places 
from flying shingles, which filled the air, 
but by the aid of bystanders and buckets 
it was soon extinguished; other buildings 
two blocks away were found on fire, caused 
by the fire brands flying inthe air. ‘he 
burned building was recently turved over

mortgage of $5000 onthe property. The 
building had been vacant for sever! mon ths 
until quite receatly, wneu it was occupied. 
It is reported that the building was partially 
insured. Tne people of the East Side re- 
gret the loss of the Idlewild very much, not 
because of the costliness of the structure, or 
its usefulness, but the location was so prom- 
inent that it caught the gaze of more people 
than almost any other building of many 
more times its value.

He also pro- 
posed the Mayor and City Council serving 
without salary. 

Councilman Shafer said he regretted that 
the communication had not come in earlier. 

Councilman Wirsching inquired of Mr.

Now, Mr. Editor, as I know this condition 
of things here in California is well-known 
in the bast, the buyers and the planters of 
something «are nmrostiy en route for other 
parts of the States with the little money 
they are ables to command. We, of the 
State at large, flnd this one item of hin- 
drance of immigration to be by far the 
greatest obstacle in the way of settling up 
this vast waste of land, and which would, if 
offered ata reasonable price to the settler, 
soon give Los Angeles a boom she has not 
yet experienced, And to this end I can 
see no better way out than for the 
State of California to tax every acre of 
land held in bie ranches to the full extent 
of valuation set upon it by the holder.

AN INCOMPETENT WITNESS, 


A Mormon’s Wife May Not Testify 
Against Her Husband. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.}] The Supreme Court 
of the United States today rendered an 
important decision in a Mormor po- 
lygamy case, holding that a wife is 
not competent to witness against her 
husband where polygamy crimes are 
charged. William E. Bassett in 1886 
was found guilty of polygamy, on 
the testimony of his first wife, from 
whom he was divorced after he took a 
The wite’s testimony 
was the only direct evidence produced. 
It was upon her testimony that Bas- 
sett’s conviction was secured. He 
took an appeal to the Supreme Court 
of Utah, bolding that his wife’s testi- 
mony was not admissable, and when 
the Territorial court decided against 
him he brought the cuse here. This 
court reverses the decision of the Ter- 
ritorial court, and holds that the wife 
is an incompetent witness. The case 
was remanded to the Utahcourts, with 
directions to grant a new trial.

QUOITZ-OW, THE MESSIAH. 
A Government Scaut Finds the Real 
Article in Nevada. 

PORTLAND (Or.,) Dec. 22.—[By the 
Associated Press.) A. I. Chapman, 
the well-known Indian scout, has re- 
turned here from Nevada, where he 
wentin November for the purpose of 
unearthing the so-called Messiah, in 
obedience to orders from Gen. Gibbon. 
He first went to Walters Lake in Ne- 
vada, and talked with the Piutes, who 
told him that the Messiah had been 
receiving calls from eleven tribes 
in the West. Chapman found the 
Messiah at the west fork of 
the Walker River in Nevada. 
Speaking of his interview, Chapmann 
said: The Messiah *Quoitz-Ow’’ as he 
gives his name, isa tull-blooded Piute 
Indian and has always been peacefully 
disposed. Hespoke freely of his call 
to preach. His first experience with 
the Almighty was one afternoon while 
hunting. Hearing a noise he started 
to learn its cause, when he was thrown 
to the ground from some unknown 
cause. He was then taken to heaven 
and there saw all the whites and In- 
dians that have lived and died upon 
the earth. He was afterwardybrought 
back toearth tothe same spet where 
he had fallen dead, 

God told him that he had been look- 
ing for a morral whom he could entrust 
with the mission of reforming the 
world, and had decided on Quoitz- 
Ow. Having been informed of his 
mission, he set out to perform it. He 
taught the Indians that they should 
work and avoid fighting, except in 
self-detense. 

Last summer the Indians told him 
that unless it tained soon the. crops 
would fail. He told them to go home, 
and in three days an abundance of 
rain fell, Quoitz-Ow got his ideas 
from a religious family, with whom he 
bad lived. 

Chapman thinks that Quoitz-Ow is 
only indirectly to blame forthe upris- 
ing, and that the doctrine imbued the 
Indians with a more independent 
spirit to resist their wrongs.

One Commutation and Two Pardons 
Granted by the Governor, 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 22.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Last week the news-. 
papers published the petition of War- 
den Aull of Folsom prison and J. B. 
Hume, Wells, Fargo & Co.’s detective, 
praying that the ten years’ sentence of 
William Beiton, sentenced from El 
Dorado in September, 1890, for high-. 
way robbery, be commuted toone year, 
because of the information he gave 
that led to the capture and return to 
San Quentin of the escaped canvicts 
Shinn and Thorn. Owing to the fact 
that Berton is au old timer, this being 
the eighth time he has been sent to the 
State prison, the Supreme Court had to 
be asked to give its consent in granting 
the commutation. Consent was given 
today and Gov. Waterman granted the 
commutation. 

Gov. Waterman today pardoned from 
the State prison James Darr, sen- 
tenced trom Mendocino county in De- 
‘cember, 1881, to life imprisonment, 
having been convicted of murder. 
The petition for his pardon was signed 
by the Associate Justices of the Su- 
preme Court, all of the jurymen, 
Archibald Tell, the District Attorney 
who prosecuted him, ania large num- 
ber of prominent citizens, who, since 
the triai, have received such informa- 
tion as to lead them to believe that 
age was not guilty of the crime. 

W. W. Goad, recent Democratic can- 
didate tor Mayor of San Francisco, 
was instrumental in securing Darr’s 
freedom. He took the petition to San 
Quentin this afternoon.

He was con- 
sidered a “‘bad man”’ when drunk, and 
all bystanders agree that he was the 
aggressor and very bitter toward Ma- 
jors.

THLE OLD LEADERS. 


Blaine and Cleveland Are the 
Farmers’ Choice. 


A Majority in Favor of the Presi- 
dential Candidates of 

The Results of a Careful Canvass by 
Several Farm Journals. 


Government Control of Rallroads a 
Popular Policy—Agricultural 
Schools Wanted—Vote 
on the Issues. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


SPRINGFIELD (Mass.,) Dee. 99—[By 
the Associated Ao ] An elaborately- 
planned canvass to ascertain the opin- 
ions of the farmers throughout the 
country on certatn questions has been 
conducted on an extensive scale for the 
past three months by the Agricultural 
Press of Springfield in connection with 
other farming journals West and East. 
Nearly 110,000 cards have been received 
in answer. The questions were on 
certain practical, economic and politi- 
cal issues, including ideas on the tariff, 
Government ownership of railroads 
and telegraphs, etc. The final ques- 
tion was: Who should be the Repub- 
lican and Democratic nominees for the 
Presidency in 1892. 

The answers have been fully tabu- 
lated only sofar as they relate to this 
last question, but enough has been 
done to show that federal aid to agri- 
cultural education and the teaching of 
agricultural science in rural public 
schools are overwhelmingly indorsed. 
The sentiment regarding the Govern- 
ment ownership of railroads is quite 
evenly divided. Many who vote 
against sich ownership Tenet on Gov- 
ernment supervision and full control 
of the railroads. The views expressed 
as tothe new tariff law, reciprocity 
and the propused modification of the 
national land policy are so divided 
that it will be some days before they 
are Classified. 

In reference to the vote for Presi- 
dential! candidates it is explained that 
the journals in interest interpreted the 
November election as meaning that 
the farmers were tired of the old fa- 
vorites and old measures, and de- 
manded new men and new issues. 
These journals, therefore, advocated 
Secretary Rusk and Congressman 
Hatch as the proper Repubiican and 
Democratic standard-bearers for 1892.

During the whole run there was not 
@ mishap, the engines averaging about 
one hundred and twenty-seven revolu- 
tions per minute. Notwithstanding 
the extraordinary heat generated in 
the furnaces the maximum temper- 
ature of the engine-room was but 104 
degrees. The afternoon was devoted 
to testing the quickness with which 
the ship could be stopped and backed 
while traveling at fuil speed, and also 
to show her sieering and turning capa- 


bilities. A complete turn was made 
in four minutes, forty-tive  sec- 
onds. One minuce and thirty-five 


seconds covered the time from going 
ahead at full speed to going astern at 
full speed, The latter movement, or- 
dinarily a great strain’ upon the 
engines, was accomplished without 
even starting a rivet. 

After the turning trial the ship 
steamed back to Delaware Bay and 
anchored inside the breakwater.

Tage drive, and adjoining B. F. Ball’s 
place on the north, is unsurpassed. 
Ihe exterior will be of marked 
architectural beauty. The interior 
will be especially convenient as 
to the arrangement of the 
‘rooms, all of which will be' sup- 
_plied with the most modern improve- 
‘ments. The parlor, library and sitting- 
room will be on the front of the house 
which faces the east, and will be so 
arranged that they can be thrown into 
one room.
